Inſt behinde this hill ſome 100 paces fro it, was another farremore higher, on thetop- 
pe, whereof St Francis Vere placed 200 men of the rroupe of the gard,in which alſo(witha 
licle labour of the Souldiers,)they Jaye in'a good covert, theſe two hills ijoyned together 
witha ridge ſomewhat lower then the foremoſt hill, which eadwaics laye Eaſt, and Weſt, 
and broadwaics looked towards the South,and Inlands,and commaundedall the ground 
pafſable,on the outſide, ſteepe, looſe, & ſandie & i1] ro be encountred, within the hollow 
he placed 5oo Muskettiers, giving charge to the Officers to beſtowe their shott onely to 
the Southwards, when time. Should ſcrue, which was direQly on the right ſide,and flanks 
as wee then ſtood turned towards the Ennemie, Berwixt theſe two hills on the left hand 
orflanke, which looked towards the ſca, S” Francis Vere placed 700 men in covert places 
for that purpoſcto be neere the ſea ſand, that with caſe, and good order in an ialtant,they 
might breake out into two or foure troapesall which were English. 

The Ennemie ranged their forces. to the Northwards, direly on our left flanke, & fo 
they adventured to paſle by vs tothe other troupes, with intent to leaue them in his eye 
more Eaſterly vpo the ſands,then on the Inermoſt of the two hills, which $8” Francis Pere 
perceiving, ranged ina Front (' witha ſpace betwixt them ) the other two troupes of the 
English.: Anda pretty'diftance behinde them, more to the ſea-wards ordercd the Frizeus 
in fourc Battailions, twoin front with a ſpace to receiue betwixt them one of the other 
Battalljons,that ſtood behindethem. And the files & intervals behinde the trou pes,ascloſe 
one toanother as conveniently might bee,to leaue the more ſpace for the ranging of the 
other Battailfions with a compitent diſtance betweene each diviſion : ſo that one troupe 
might notshaddow-an other, but thatall of them might be inthe Ennemieseyein an in- 
ſtant:infomuch that the Avaritgerd rooke vp about one third part of the Downes, leaving 
thereſtto be manned by the other troupes,as occation should require, & on the left hand 
& the outtermoſt towards the ſea more advanced, were the horſemen placed. This worke 
was ſcare done, when as his Excic Prince Mawrice with the reſt of the chiefs, & Comman- 
dours of the Armie came to the head of Sr Frazcis Yerer troupes , where his Excic in the 
hearing of many puttitin deliberation , whether heshould adyance towards the Ennes 
mic with his Armic;orattendtheir comming, Thoſe that ſpake(as moſt men in thoſe ca« 
ſes will nor ſeemefcarefull)councelled him to marchforwards:for they thought it would 
dauntethe Ennemie much, & make the Yitoric more caſie, whercasin attending him, 
he would gather courage out of an opinion of our fare by takeing the oppertuniry ofour 
Rayc,to fortific vpon our paſſage to 0fend,& ſo cut of our viuals & retreate, Hereypon, 
Sr Francis Vere alledged, that thejr Armic having bene gathered yp in haſt, & brought into 
a Countrie, where they jntended noc ſuch warre,could neither haue proviſis of viuals 
withit,norany Magezinesin thoſe parts tofurnish.them therewith, nor any ſtore in that 
naked Countriein the latter end of a yeare could be expettcd : ſoo that there was noe 
feare, that they should ſet]e themlſelues there, to ſtarue vs, who had ſtore of viauals in our

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shipping,& the ſea open to-ſupply vs withall ailing windes, with the vaine courage they | 
Should gett by our ſuppoſed feare,after alonge march, & commin yes vs dowve thoſe |

fandieſteepeshilsin the extremity of heate would be wearicd , & ſpent before they could 


come vnto vs, & then finding vs fresh & lyſtic, ready,torecciucthem in the ſtrength of | 
ouradyantage,ina}ireaſon it would rurne.to theirgregter confuſion & terrour, They pete | 
ſiſted(intheic opinion) &asir were with one voice oppolled it: ſoasi inthe end (Sr Francis 
Fere)was moyed to faic,thatallthe world could not mzake him tochange bis opinion: His | 


Excie was pleafedtolike of it, xefolving not to paſſe any further towards the nnemy, & 


pooieqcepagaſedings repoſed ſo muchtruſt in Sr Fraxcis Vere, that he beleeucd they | 


Should be-well done, without viewing the; places, or,cxamining the reaſon of his doings. 
But his Excic rerurned to giue order, & diſpoſe of the reſt of the Armic,which asthe water 
ebbed;his Excie enlazged to theScawards,next the whichtheHorſeme were placed, & ſixe 
ceces of Ordinance advp nced,planted i inthe head ofthe Aventgard, having the ad vantage 

h of the winde,& the Sunne on our ſide, & gave order to MonſWarmont,& Monſ.Du- 
venvord, that they from our men of warr,should giue firc with their Ordnance vpon the 
Enncmics Batzalhons,that ſtood ypon the ſtrand. ln this order wee ſtayed, & the Enncmic 
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(though til in bur ſight) moved not forwards for the ſpace of two howers, &then (rathe? 
turning from vs the advancing)they croſſed the Downes ,& reſted there two howers at the 
foote ofthe Iland, which confirmed their opinions, that he wonld lodge there, But wee 
found reaſons to the contrarie out of their proceedings to keepe vs from wavering: for it 
was probable, that the Ennemiewasharryed our, & tyred with that nights march & daics 
travell. And ſcing wee were paſſed the Hayen of Niewpore(to hauchindred, or prevented 
vs, was the greateſt cauſe of his haſt) whilſt alſo he ſaw vs ſtirring, & ordering our troupes 
he might hope, that wee that were fresh, now paſled & engaged in fight, would advancs 
the rather, to have the helpe of our troupes which were with Coaut Erneſt, if perchance he 
were retyred to Offend, towards which the neerer wee were to fight to that place,it might 
be of more advantage vanto ys,orelſe if wee had heard of their deteate,then wee might be 
drawne on to revenge. But when he ſawethat wee ſtood & held our place, : not moving 
out of the hope,thatthey were not provided to make any longe ſtaye, tor the reaſons be- 
fore mentioned, & might reſolue to refreshthemſelues alitle & then to advance towards 
ys:ſcing that ſide was for that purpoſe moreadvantagious,then the bare ſca ſands & withal 
wee conlidered, that they made a halt to reſt their fooremen(which were all ould exerci- 


* ſed Souldiers, & to that daye vnfoiled in the feild) they would attend rather the growing 


of the tyde, which was then at the loweſt ebb, that the ſcopes of the ſand might be lefle 
ſpacions & ſcruiſable for Horſemen. 'Now about halfe floude,they crofled the Downes 
againe to the ſeaſands, & marched forwards, icnding ſome light horſemen farre before the 
troups todiſcover,one of which(as wee ſuppoſed)ſuffred himſelfe to be tak&, who brougr 
newes to his Excie, & tould him alone thar Count Erneſt was defeated, and that he would 


preſently giue him bartaile, augmenting the number, brayerie, & reſolutios of their mE, 


The jofſe of our men being vnderſtood before, wee were carefull to haue few preſent at 
the hcearcing of this priſoners report, whoſe mouth being ſtopped by the Princes crder, 
not with ſtiding they hearing it bewrayedit, both.in word & countenace to thefouldciecrs 
The Ennemiec advancing necrer, & neerer their Horſemen came'in the head of their 
trouppesin a compitent diſtance, ro haue bene drawne toa fight, ' Sr Francis Fere would 
williogly have adyanced the Horſemen of our Yentgerd necre vatothem, :& with fome 
choiſe & well mounted men, haue beatcn in their Carabines & Shirmishers to their grofle, 
with purpoſe if they had bene over charged againe to haue retyred-in haſt, witha ett 4- 
vanteard of Horſe, betwixt the ſea & the Yauntgerd of foote, & having drawne thery from 
their foote ynder the mercy of our Ordinicewonld haue engaged the reſt of our hoxſe,to 
hauc charged, & followed them reſolutely. This adviſe liked not to the young noblemen 
who was not well pleaſed with the power ,. which his Exci© had given to: Sr Francis Vere 
over this charge, & therefore was not by him putt in execution, who chooſe rather as the: 
Ennemiec advanced leifutely: to retreate likewiſe rowards Our foote.; Thiscouncill of his 
takcing noc bettet effect, & the Horſemeri nowe comming within the reach of our Can- 
non, Sr Francis Vere made the motion to hauerthem diſcharged, which'was liked, & fo well 
ſpent, that wee made the ſcattertheir troupes,in ſomediſorder, & fly for ſafety, which had 
doubtlefle given vsthe viftorie, withoutany more adoe;ifour Horfmen had bene ready 
& willing to haue taken the advantage ofthis oecaſjon: Their footemen: out of our reach 
Kept on their way along(t the ſands, & the fone to requite'vs, advanced their Ordinance 
agooddiſtance befofte them, and$hott roundly at vs, and did ſome hurt.: The water now 
growing very high, wee & they were bothforced to ſtrengthen our Frome, & the Enne- 
mic of purpolc,as aforeſaid wasdriuen to fightvpon Sr Frencis Yeres advantage, which he 
tooke withhisfoorte;indriawing:them intothe: Downes, where all our'Horſe fond with 
Our Reere,hetevpon our Avernigartaltcring order, out Battaile,and Reeve piſſed incothe 
Downes, &in the ſarne diſtance backwards,as theyhad beforc.raunged:hem(ſclues vpon 
the ſand onthe left hand, fo'as the front of our three bogics pf foote;; filled the bredth of 
the Downes, not in any large front, but in the reereoneof another as 1he narrowneſie of 
the paſſage enforced the where Sr Francis ere found a fitt place, on the topp ofa hill, fro 
whence thegteene waye whichlay-on the greene (ide'of the' Downes plight be commi- 
ded by our Ordnance, vpon the which hill (by his:Excie5 order) two demy-Ganons were 
preſcatly mounted, - * $3254 nh baodot 04emilieit: fo e539 102: $4165; 5 
- The Ennemy drawing very neerc,then S' Francis Vere tould the Prince it was nowe 
time for him co goc to hischarge , andasked his Excie, if he would command himany 
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farthet ſernice, he ſaid hoe, but to-doe as hefaw cauſe, willing vs thechiefes that food as 
bouthim;coadviſe him'in wha: partoi the Armiche should be perſonnally, wherevato 
wee allanſwered, thatfor many reafons;he wes to keepe in the Reere,all which his Excic 
yerided 10. And fo St Francis Pere takcing his lee of the Prince, he went into the head of 
the eZuinrgard, andafierhehad viewed thereadinefie, ,and order ofthe ſeucrall trou- 
pes, the Ennermy now appearing at hand , that he might the better diſcouuect their pro 
ecedings, and for the readicſt execution of his commannds ypon all occaſions Sr Frexcir 
Ferrafrer he hadencouraged his men;in abyding the firſt brunte, tooke hisplace inthe 
rtppof the foremoſt hill before mentioned , where hereſolued to attend the iſſue of 
that Gaies ſeruice,, aſwell for the advantageof the ground he had chofen there to ſtand 
vpon hisdefenſe , asalſoo becauſe it was an even ground, where he might ſtirrefrom 
place toiplace (as is viſually and neceflarily) for the executing, and performing the duty 
ofa Capraine, wherethe Countrie lying open andplaine, he shonld not oncly haue the 
fightofthe Ennemic ( vpon whoſe motions in ſuch caſes the Councill of execution des» 
pend) butalſo the yiew of his troupes, and they of him , which might haue caufed many 
varcaſonable,andconfuſed Commaunds, if it had bene other wile. Foo 

* The Ennemies forvorne hope of Harquebuſiers, having gotten vp,to the topp ofthe hills, 
and places of moſt advantage on the other de of the bottome before memioned, began 
tv *hoote from thence at vs, whilſt our 4veax#teardapproched, whonow growing neerc 
at hand, five hundred Sparards Pikes,and shortt mingled without Enfignes, or preciſe or= 
dergane on vpon the place where St FrancirFere (tood and very ſtoutly for the ſpace of 
agteathalfc hower, labouring toenter, andforce it, but he ſuccouredit with more ſtore 
ofchon from the ropps of the hills. The groſle of their Avantzard tanding in ſome co» 
vert fromthe shert, which flew from Sr Francis Peres ttoupeson the other ſide of the bot- 
tome.  In:the meane time, the Vauntgard of the Ennemies horſe adyanced alonge the 
otcentway [> often. mentioned, betwixt the hills & the Downes towards our horſe, that 
ſtood more backwards vpo theflanks ofour Battei], wherevpon our two peecesof Ordi- 
nance were diſcharged from theropp of thr hillto good efieR, and well ſpent, and when 
they cameneere and thwart our right flank, the 500 Frizons Muskettiers, who (as is faid} 
before were: onely deſired to beſtowe their shott that way, did their parts, and ſogauled 
the Ennetnievpon thefirſt proffer of a charge. | 

' Fot the Prince ſting the Ennemies horſe advance,commanided preſently ConytLodwick 
to charge them namely,with his Excies owne troupe, Prince Hennies and Count Loxwycks, 
who being ſeconded by theſe Horſe Captaincs Murrelis Bacx, Paw! Buck, and Monſieur 
ZaSarttheit troupes,{as you mayelſce in thefigure) brake the Fnnemics horſe, and pute 
them toadiforderly retreate. After this the Battcil began on all (ides, and the Oxdnance 
from both ſides played furioufly one vpon another, The fight from the firſt beginning 
tothe end of the Battaille continewed, not oncly in the Downes, but alſoyponthe hire 
ofthe Downes, and in the bottome on the other ſide of them with diverſe charges: And 
thereforehis Excic diuided his men into fanall troupes ahd diviſions; that he might bring 
the more men tofight at a time,and tocharge the Enhemie when occaſion offred it ſelfes

k on, who with three French:diviſions of Musketticesicharged two Regimentsof Spays 
hafrdsand Iralians,”'. The French Officers that led thim on were theſe Gaptaine Ds Pwyy 
Captaine DuBruil, Monſieur Z4 Nove his Lieutcnaht,' Captaine Pomwaridey, Monſicot 
Dommerville his Licatenant, Gapt. Fender Burch, Mon ficur Ds Forts Licutenant, The 
moſt of theſe came to handie blowes in the Dowaes:;: Þeing the firſt charge-which the

- Afﬀerthisfirſtehargeof the'Bartell, theſe Horſe Capthines,alfo namely Gonttlier, Peter

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ryckof Solmes, His FExcie gaue order againe that Connt George Edward of Solmmes chauld

miShing men.Sr Francis Pere to driue then fron thence, being loath they shouldgaine 


gtound vpoh him, fent tore men oat of the ſame by-waies, from whence he had drawhe 
the firſt befote mentioned, giving then onely this order, to make good har place. * This 
wasa bloodie morſell, which wee ſtrate for : For whileſt our men, and theirs were not 
coveted with the hanging of the hills,as they advanced, or Wee chaſed, fo they lay open to 
the shott, not onely of thoſe that were polleſſed of thoſe litle Hills, but of the higher alfo 
who powred in agreat tettipeſt of hot amongſt the: ſo as theſe Souldiers which Sr Fran- 
cis Vere had ſent, haſtedfor their ſafety to get the heath ſide of the hills. The Ennemicalfo 
for the like reaſon abode their comming with the like reſolution, andſo ina moment 
as the hills were rounde and moiintable, our rien can to handie blowes vpon ctie whole 
demy Circle of them, with much ſlaughter on both ſides : but in the end the Ennemie was 
forced to retire. In the meane while , the Ennetnies Battaile of foore were come vp to 
thegroſſe of their Avantgard, which as it had taken rhe right hand ofthe Downes, ſothe 


battaile with ſome diſtances betwixt them (#110ugh in an even front) having bene well | 
cauld and beaten with our shott , Fro the topp of the hills, ſtood all in good covert as 


the place would afford, fro wk-ne they ſent fresh men to beate ours from thoſe grounds 
of advantage inthe þ>--vMe. As our men began to giue back Sr Francis Pere ſent new 


ſupplics to mo*- g00dthat place inthe bottome : ſometimes getting otherwiles looſing 
| | cC | | of 
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of ground. The fight was ſtill mainteyned with fresh ſupplies on borh ſides, fo that S- 
Francis ere perceiuce (though with the loſſe of men) yer with this advantage of ground 
hedid not onely beate vpon thegroſſe of the Enncmie, but alſo gaue fire vpon their looſe 
fighting men,which made the loſlefarre greater on theEnnemics (ide, his maine defligne 
being ſo,as ro engage their whole force vpon his handfull of men, made him employ his 
men ſparingly,and by peece mealeof purpoſe, to ſpend and waſt the Enncmie (that they 
Should not beable toabide the ſight of our other troupes} when they advanced(as is ſaid} 
the Horſemen of the Ennemics Battazle, and ours cnacountred together, but ſomewhat 
moreadvanced towards the Ennemic. Our men having comfort with the firſt ſucceſſe 
our Frizon Muskettiers before mentioned , could not ſo well fauour our men, but our 
Horſcme being putt toa retreate,the Ennemic perſuing them, yet were lo ſaluted by our 
men that they weredriven back. The Ennemies Reerward now coming vp,withthetwo 
Other boddies ( for ſo Sr Francis Veretermed them, becauſe their coullours remayned to- 
gether) molt of their men being drawne from them and cngagedin fight, they attending 
their Enſignes,advanced boldly on the left hand of their Batraile, and ſpreading the bredih 
of the Downes, they ſtood as it were to Sr Francis Vere his troupes, rather on the corner of 
his right flanke, then a Front,and (o fronted dircly ypon his Excics Baitaile & drreregerd, 
ſome Muskett shott behinde S: Francis Yeres troupes, towards which it ſeemed they ine 
tended toadyance firſt, wee gaue fire tothem, as much as wee could from the hills : but 
when they began toopen ypon the Frizop Mnketticers, w ho(as is ſaid before) were onely 
to beſtow. their Shott ov our right (ide, till that time had done noe ſcruice, but agaiaft 
their horſe,the Frizons gauled the Ennemic exceedingly, which made the Nopp ſuddenly 
asamazed ora shamed to giue back, ſeing none to chaze them in a bottome of ſo ſmall a 
covert, Herevpon they ſeat out ſome 5hirmuschers along(t the Southermol?t parts of the 
Downes : Agaiaſt which alſo ſome looſe men were ſent from our other bodies : but our = 
Muskettiers, which gave fire, ypon them ſtanding, &shott without feare from their reſts. 
gauled them moſt ofall. T he Horſemen of the Reeregards on both ſides shewed themſele 
ves, and ſome bickering was betwixtthem , but the Enncemics Horſe retyred out of the 
footemens reach. This wasa ſtrange, and an vnuſuall fight : For whereas commonly in a 
Battaile the ſucceſfe of the foote depended moſt on that ofthe Horſe : Here it was cleane | 
contrarie,for ſo long as the foote held the place good, the Horſe could not be beaten out 
ofthe feild(though as it fell out )they might be chazed to them. | 

All this while the fight without intermiſſion continued hoter and hoter, betwixt the 
other twotroupes of the Ennemic, and Sr Francis Fere his men , cach ſending fresh ſup- 
plics,as occaſion required to maintaine the fight, ſo that now the whole troupes of the 
English cameto handic blowes in the aforcſaid bottome, ſaving ſome few that were pla. 
cedon the hills, & on the Ennemies ſide few were idle. Now was the time which Sr Fraw- 
cis Fere (aw, to giue the Ennemie a deadly blowe his zroſſe being disbandicd , aſwellin 
occupying places of the heath, as takeing advantages toannoy vs, by thoſe that were ſent 
to diſpute the places in queſtion , for their onely ſtrengthconſiſted in theirlooſe men, | 
whicha few Horſe charging on a ſudden in the bottome, would then haue putt them to 
flight,and being followed pellmell with our foote, they could nceuer haue bin relicued, nor 
gathered themſclues together againe, On the other ſ1de,Sr Francis Yereknew well(with- 
out further ſuccour)their numbers would wearie, and cate out his men in the end. And 
therefore at once he ſent to the Frizon Footemen, that were of the Avantgerd to advance, 
and withall to his Excie togive him to vnderſtand how things ſtood, deſiring toſend him 
part of the Horſe of the Bartell to ſecond him. And ſeing the Ennemie preſſed & gayned 
ground vpon his men, he ſent againe meſſcager vpo meſlenget{ for men & none coming 
heimputethitro the ſlackneſſe & negleRof the meſſengers.) Inthe Interim togiue his 
me the more encouragement,he went lumſelfe imo the bottome amongſt them, where 
ryding vp& Downe, hedidin their cycs,and Wii mach adoe entertained fight withthe 
though the Ennemie cncroached and gott ground vpon tim, At his firſt comming into 
the bottomc he was shott through his legge, and a quarter ot au. hgyyer after, he gottan | 
other shott through the thigh of the ſame legge , which he neuer conrained of, norſo 
much as though vpon a Chirergien, for he knew it he left that place his MCu-rroy}g qe 
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Nantly quaile, he thereforechooſe rather(not bring vſedto haue his troupesfoiled)to try 
the vttermoſt caſt, and not toshow them the way to flie, hoping ſtill for the comming of 
the FriFons,and the Horſe which he had ſent for, but haſt was ſo ſmall, that his men being 
overlayd with numbers they forſooke the place , not withſtanding he did his beſt ende. 
ayour to haue ſtayed them, faſting along the Sands to our Cannon, & the Ennemiefol. 

lowing them hard , he was forced ſcing them all goe to retreate he with the laſt came of 
eaſcly andvnwillingly (God knoweth) & as he went his Horſe fell dead vnder & vpon 
him, having neither Offices, Gcntlemen, or ſervants about him to giue him any helpe, 
Sr Robert Drarie by chance came, and a Gentleman a ſervantof hiscalfled Higher (and Sr 
Tohn Oglt)drew him from vader his Horſe, & ſett him vp behinde his Maſter, which helpe 
came very ſcaſonablefor him , the Ennemie being ſo necreat hand, when he fell,and ſo 
by this meancs he was ſaued outof their cluiches, -from thence he rode-to our Ordnance, 
where finding his brother Sr HoraceYere , & moſt of the Officers that came thether with 
ſome 300 Foote, he made them ſtand from before the moath ofthe Ordnance, (whieh 


- were laden with Musket Bullets)and willed the Canmoniers to diſcharge vpon the Enne- 


mie,whichſwarmed now vpo the Sand,the Canon being diſcharged thadea great flaugh- 
terand laneamonge the Ennemics Horſe and Foote. | > 
At the ſame inſtant his Excic ſent two Cornets of Horſe tohim; natnely,hisowne co» 
maunded by Captaine Ball,and Generall Yere his owne troupe commaunded by his Cap- 
tiinc Pembroke, who comming thither,he willed them togiue them acharge,and withall 
gaue order-to his brother Sr Horace Yere to advance with his foote, and ſend the Ennemy 
packing.This (mall number of Hotſe and foote gathered together on a ſuddaine, gaue a 
greatcharge: for the Ennemic in hope of vitoric followed vsclofle, and being vpon the 
Sands, where horſe might come to ſerue,they wereſoone routed, & cutt in pecces, thereſt 
faved themſelues by flight,as they could inthe Downes. Our men both Horſe and Foote 
followed them cloſe at the heeles-Their Battailes where their Enſignesretnayned, began 
then toſtirre, & rouſe yp themſclues, rather for their defenſe, then to'reyenge their fellows 
for they advanced nota whitt. Our men from the topp of the hills (who had kept their 
places from the beginning) had by this meanesa faire marketoshoote atpowred whole 
volleis of shott ypon them. Our -English Officers and Souldiers on all hahds, tooke new 
courage & came yp to fight,and their battailions being very ſmall, & thinne, by reaſon of 
the men that had bin ſent from thE to maintayn the fight, eſpecially their shott(whichin 
theſe vneuen places were of moſt ſeruice) were well pelted with ourshott.Our men then 
preſſing hard vp6 the madethe giue back: His Excie the (ſeing the Vicorie inclyning on 
our {3de'cauſed the Battaile to advance, and his Horſemen to makea charge vpon the En- 
nemies, Vpon which ſight the Ennemie(without attending any more blowes was rou- 
ted, andchaſed out of the feild. ln the laſt charge Sr Francis Vere followed not:forſeing the 
ſucceſle ypon the Sands, & knowing that his direions in the proſecution of the ViQorie 
would beexecuted,he caſely gefſed that the workes of that day were at ancnd, &there- 
fore began to take care, and provide for himſelf, whoall this while having bin vndreſled, 
the blood leakeing from him at fourc holes ', together with a dangerous diſcaſe that had 
held him longe made him extreame weake and faint. | 
Our men followed the execution hard,e ven intothe Moorish grounds, as farre as the 
Damme, {lew many of the Ennemy, and tooke a great many priſonners, among the reſt 
in the firſt charge Captaine Ba/l,rooke [aſper Sapena before mentioned priſonner,and one 
of Generall Yeres Companie tooke Don Lewes de Villari Maeſtro del Campo priſoner. The 
battell laſted aboue three howers in ſuſpence, with the effuſion of much bloode on both 
ſides,ſometimesthe one ſide,otherwhiles on the other gayning, or looſing of ground, 
The Archavkehimſclfeſcaped very narrowly, looſing in this battle aſwell Nlaine,as prifon- 
ners the molt part of the Cbiefes, and Capraines of his Armie, and the Principall, Lords, 
Nobles, and Seruants of his Court, as theſe priſoners. Don Franciſco de MendoJa, Admj- 
rentof Arragon, Count Soleves, Don Lewes de Fillars Coronell, Don Lewes d'Avills, 
Don Peiro De Meyalo=-- Count Ehartes Rezin his Highneſſe page, Dotitor CA pdrew his 
Highneſſe Ph;/v«n, Dow Ieſper _—_ $ 5. Horſe and Foote Companies, Lieute-

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Lieutenants, Sariants, Dons, & WWillerees,and others of note, tothe number of zo9, likewiſe 
his t x<ic gott eight peeces of Ordinance& the two wee had loſtin the morning, .moſt 
of their Amunition,and Baggage, the furnitare belonging to his highneſle Chamber,and 
Cabinett,his ſcale ofarmes,a hundred and ſixe collours beſides ſome Cornets. There we- 
reſlaine of the Archdukes ſide dead vpon the place where the Battle was fought ſome five 
thouſand, beſides thoſe that were flaine ypon the execution & dycdafterward ypon their 
huzts,the greateſt blow falling ypon the Spazuards,and 1taliavr,who ventred moſt, & we- 
refleshed with the morning ViRorie, His Excie with thoſe that were loſt in the morning 
had flaine betweene twoand three thoaſagd, whereof the greateſt loſſe fell yponsthe Ex- 
glich, having ſome 800of then {laine & hurt, Seuen English Captaines were ſlainein the 
feild,Captaine T exely, Hunnicwood,Tyrrill, Duxborrow, Pirton, & Woodward, S' Francis Vere 
himſelf & all the xe of the Capraincs (but two) hurt, and the moſt part of the inferiour 
Officers either Naine or hurt. There were alſothree of our hoxſe Captaines ſlaine, three 
French Captainesa Walloon Captaine, & a Daich Captaine, beſides diuers Licutcnants, En-: 
ſignes,& Sarjants. - 

Nightcomming on , his Excie marched with his ViQorious Armie tothe Church of 
IVeftend, where he quartered that night, the Admirant of Arragon, and ſome others of theig. 
Commanders beingat ſupper with the Prince(becauſe the Ennemic had bragged hereto- 
fore)rhat our men were good Spade-men, but durſt not fighta (ett battell in the feild, asked: 
the Admirant, and ſome ofthe Spanish Doxs, & Commandadours, w hat they thought now; 
ofour Fresh«water Souldiers & whether they had not proucd themſclucs in this-daiesaQis 
2s good ſword-men,as ſpade-me,whercat the Admirant & the Dovs ſmiled, but-the Admi-" 
rant amonge other Grave & wiſe ſpeeches whichcame fro him, complayned much that 
theirowne Horſe had played the lades , andbad notdonetheir beſt endeavour, whichif- 
they had done . their foote which charged braucly , might haue become maſter of our- 
Ordnance, Commending Prince Maurice nmach(ot bleffed memorie)that he had managed : 
and husbanded the ligesof his men (o ſparingly,againſtſogreatan Armic ofquld beaten: 


Souldiers, wheneas they brought their men4o fight by Phalcnges& groſle bodies, which : | 


was the cauſe thay our-men brooke and;routing them it breed ſuch a confuſion which 


cauſedtheir overthrow , and thus much briefly of the Battell of Nygewport, tought Anno. 
1600,
